With a dollar, 
1000 pages, or 100 small Tracts may be 
purchased. A hundred Tracts might be 
read, or heard read, by more than a thou- 


‘sand persons, and be blessed as a means of 


their satvation. Leta person devote $100 
to this object; amd the intetest of this sum 
would annually circulate 600 Tracts among 
thousands who are perishing for lack of 
knowledge. This is surely no trifling 
method of doing good. Who can think it 
beneath his attention ? 

In the circulation of Tracts, persons of 
different occupations may conveniently & 
successfully engage. This may be done 
by ministers of the gospel. What minister 
will not find it a pleasant thing to circulate 
Tracts amohg bis people. It may give 
more interest te his pastoral visits, to dis- 
tribute these as he goes from house to 
house. Impressions made by his conver- 
sation may be increased by the perusal of 
a Tract after he retires. In this way, he 
may much gain the affection, and promote 
the improvement of children and young 
persons. ‘T'racts, in some cases, he may 
give as presents; and in others, as small 
premiums. Some of various kinds, may 
be loaned and returned; and thus supply 
the want of other books, among those who 
are unable to purchase them. How many 
might thus derive great and lasting benefit 
from a few dollars’ worth of Tracts ? And 
how much would a minister feel himself as- 
sisted and encouraged in his labours ? 

In numerous places, destitute of minis- 
ters, there are active christians, and per- 
sons of benevolence, who can engage in 
this business. Every person of this de- 
scription, by procuring and distributing 
Tracts, may enjoy the privilege of doing 
great good to his fellow men. He may be 
the instrument of reforming the vicious, en- 
lightening the ignorant, and directing the 
lost and perishing to the Lamb of God for 
salvation. How much may an active fe- 
male accomplish in the circle of her ac- 
quaintance, and especially among the ris- 
ing generation, by these means of instruc- 
tion and improvement? What mode of do- 
ing good is more congenial to the female 
mind ; more delightful to the daughters of 
Zion? By their affectionate kindness, by 
their familiar and pleasant remarks, they 
may have more influence than. the other

In schools, there is good opportunity to 
distribute Tracts. Every teacher might 
well bestow them as rewards for punctual 
attendance, diligence in study, and good 
behaviour. While this excited a spirit of 
improvement in youth, it would also con- 
vey many Tracts into families, where they 
would be read with peculiar interest, and 
be likely to preduce very pleasing effects. 
This mode of distributing Tracts claims 
the attention of Tract Societies, aud be- 
nevelent individuals. These could easily 
furnish teachers with a sufficiency for dis- 
tributien in schools. In prosecuting jour- 
neys, the pious and benevolent might scat- 
|ter much of this precious seed ; which by 
ithe Divine blessing, would yield an immor- 
tal harvest. A Tract given by a stranger, 
and accompanied with a serions, friendly 
remark, might excite inuch attention in the 
receiver, and be blessed to his evertastine 
good. Who knows what immense benelit 
this kind of charity may produce ? It is not 
confined to the individual who receives a 
Tract from a friendly stranger; but he 
wishes others to read what has been so use- 
ful to him; and he is anxious to fix their 
attention on the things of their future 
peace. And thus, by the blessing of God, 
the influence ofa single Tract is felt thro’ 
acircle of immortal beings, and extends to. 
generations unborn. 

In such benevolent designs, the Commit- 
tee would not only animate the members 
of this Society to renewed exertions ; but 
also earnestly solicit the generous and efh- 
cient cooperations of the liberal and afilu- 
ent in different parts of our couotry. 


BrerHren ann Frienps: 

The number engaged in this good work is 
an animating consueration. Among the 
Tract Societies of the present period, the 
religious ‘Tract Society in Lendon holds 
the foremost rank. This was established 
in 1799. In 1813, this Society had distri- 
buted seventeen millions of ‘Tracts. In 
each year since, the average number cir- 
culated is said to be about three millions. 
In the year ending May 1817, it was three 
millions and a half. The whole number 
of Tracts distributed by thisSociety is tho’t 
to exceed thirty two millions. These 
Tracts have been printed ,in fourteen dif- 
ferent languages, besides the English, viz. 
Welsh, Irish, Manks, Gaelick, French, 
Dutch, Spanish, Portuguese, G yy Da- 
ash, Finnish, Russian, Calmuck, and Chi- 
nese. This Society bas 124 Auxiliaries 
within the limits of England. By its influ- 
ence and aid, it has been instrumental 
forming, in various parts of Europe, many 
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at different places in Italy, Russia, and Fin- 
land. Some of the smallest of these Socie- 


red thousands Tracts. Others haye dene 
much more. The Society at Stockholm, 
which was established in 1809, during the 
four first years of its formation, printed 
Tracts in the Swedish, Finnish, and Lapa- 
nese languages,; and circulated in the 
same period, upwards of 400,000. It has 
since circulated several times that number. 

The Church of England Tract Society, 
established at Bristol, in 1811, promises 
much for the cause. It has Auxiliaries in 
different parts of England, Ireland, and in 
several of the British Provinces. 

The Liverpool Refigious Tract Seciety 
has distributed, in two. years and a half, up- 
wards of 622,000 Tracts. 

In the United States, there is a sister So- 
ciety, whose exertions in the common 
cause afte highly commendable. This is 
the New-York 'I'ract Society. It was form- 
ed in 1810. During the year 1815, it dis- 
tributed 35,600 Tracts, including the num- 
ber sold to other Societies. 


ber of Tracts then published was 493,58 
During every succeeding year, the num- 
ber of Tracts published, has increased ; 
and the prospect is, that in a few years, 
some hundred thousands will be annually 
published by this Society. Some of their 
Tracts are in the Spanish and Frenclt lan- 
guages. ‘Their English series contains 62 
numbers ; the Spanish four; & the French 
one. These haye been distributed among 
the French and Spanish jn our country ; in 
the West Indies ; & some in South America. 

The Committee believe that many thou- 
isands of Tracts have been published, in the 
United States, by smaller Societies and be- 
nevolent individuals; but they ure not able 
to specify the particulars for want of infor- 
mation. 

How many are engaged in this noble en- 
terprize ? And how cheering is the pros- 
pect of success? Shall not your breast 
glow with love and zeal; and your hand 
abound in liberality ? 

The good effected is another animating 
consideration. ‘Che beneficial eflects of 
circulating Tracts can be known but very 
imperfectly in this world. ‘The light of 
eternity must show how many have been 
converted from the errour cf their ways; 
or have been quickened in their Christian 
course ; or edified in the faith of the go¢- 


vast influence. where saving effects are 
not produced, in ameliorating the condition 
of families & nations. Mrs. Hannah More, 
it is supposed, has done more for the pre- 
servation of England, by her cheap reposi- 
tory Tracts, than the celebrated Nelson 
had done, as a Naval Commander, by all 
his splendid achievements. 
tended more to counteract the delusive 


her pen. And wherever her Tracts, and 
others of a similar kind ate circulated, they 
must tend to check the pregress of errour, 
to suppress vice and irreligion, & to coun- 
teract effogs to destroy ¢ivil and religious 
order. ‘Their influence on the rising gen- 
eration is incalculable. They take the at- 
tention and guide the youthful mind toa 
profitable course of readisg and reflection 
They both amuse and instruct. Divine 
truth, when conveyed by interesting nar- 
rative or striking incidents, takes faster 
hold of the miud, is more easily retained, 
and has greater eflect. 

; We have many accounts of hopeful con- 
versions, which are to be traced to these 
small vehicles of truth asthe means. A 
relation of them would much enrich the 
present report. But yout Committee will 
content themselves with relating only one 
instance, which has latelyoccurred in New 
England, and which, it is believed, has not 
been published. 

As a respectable Physician, who had 
long been an avowed infidel, was reading 
the Tract entitled The praying Vegro, he 
was led to reflect that he possessed a very 
difereut temper from this pious person. 
When he was snjened he was disposed to 
seek revenge ; but this pious person, when 
injured, found relief im praying to God. 
This produced a conviction’ of his sinful- 
ness, guilt, and danger. He saw no hope 
of salvifon by his own works; but felt 
himself a Jost sinner. What then could he 
do, but look to that Saviour, whom he had 
so long rejected, as not worthy his regard. 
By faith in him, he obtamed peace and 
comfort. He then collected his deistical 
books at home, ond these which he had 
leat to his neighbours, and committed them 
to the flames. He found the Bible infinite- 
ly better. Recollecting one night that one 
of these books was leut to his Minister, he 
knew not how to sleep till it was burned ; 
but as the night was dark and stormy, he 
concluded to wait tillmerning. Then nei-

From the documents laid before the 
committee, they have made the following 
abstracts,which theypresent as their report. 

In the county of Berkshire, the churches 
are generally in a state of peace. Sab- 
bath schools are established in many of 
the towns, and in every instance, with 
flattering prospects of usefulness, In the 
town of Adams there has recently been a 
revival of religion among the Baptists ; and 
in Williamstown there has beea, and is still, 
a general revival of religion. Aboat 150 
Lare considered as hopeful subjects of the 
work. A great proportion of the mem- 
bers of Williams’ College are either pro- 
fessors of religion, or of sober life and 
conversation ; of late there has been an 
increasing solemnity in the minds of the 
students. 

Within the limits of the Mountain Asso- 
ciation, there are several towns jn which 
there is more than common attention to 
religion, especially in Cummington, Peru, 
and Worthington. In Wortbington a re- 
vival commenced in April last, which still 
continues. It is principally among young 
persons of both sexes. In one house, five 
children, it is believed, have become pious. 
The whole number of hopeful converts 
has not been ascertained. !t may be 100, 
or more. About. 40 are propounded for 
admission into the church. 

In ire Central Association, sab- 
bath schools are generally established. The 
monthly concert of prayer is observed in 
with much e 


itable institutions meet 

mem. Three char- 
itable societies are intimately connected 
‘with the Association, viz. a Bible Sosiety, 
a Foreign Mission Society, and an Educa- 
tion y. ‘The, Education Society has 
i ight beneficiaries under its pat- 
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belonging to this Association, during the 
past year, has been peculiarly encouraging. 
In Amherst, about 50 have been hopefully 
converted, and several of the students of 
the Academy in that place are among the 
number. In Granby 50 have been pro- 
pounded for admission into the church; 
and in South Hadley 54. In each of these 
places nearly double these numbers, it is 
supposed, have become pious. In Belch-~ 
ertown, about 180 have made a public pro- 
fession of religion. Northampton has been 
favored with a general revival. About 
80 have been admitted to the church, and« 
as many: more will probably be 

soon. » The gracious operatiens of. the 
Spirit are stifl contiaued. In addition to 
thesé particulars, it may be observed, that 
most of the remaining churches connected 
with the Association have been favored, 
during . the year past, in a greater or Jess 
degree, with the influence of the Holy 
Spirit. 

In Hampden Association are 10 vacant 
churches. Charitable institutions for ¥a- 
rious religious purposes are numerous, an 
liberally supported. Inseveral towas there 
have been revivals of religion, In Mun- 
son 97 have been added to the church ; 
und in Westfield, 91. 

The churches within the limits .of the 
Brookfield Association have never before 
witnessed such a season of revivals as have 
eccurred during the past year. Nine towns, 
gut of twenty, have been visited with a 
special and powerful work of Gop ; and in 
many of the remaining towns there have 
been favourable appearances. In Enfield, 
100 have been united to the church ; ia 
New-Braintree, 76; in Norih-Brookfield, 
22; andin West-Brookfield, 82. In Ware, 
50 have joined the church, g large propor- 
lion of whom are aged—many are between 
50 and 80 years of age. In Western, 56 
have made a profession of religion ; in 
Spencer, 21; in Palmer, 82 ; andin Brim- 
field, 76. In all these towns, there are 
many who have become hopefully pious, 
who have not yet united themselves to the 
church. 

The Union Association is composed of the 
pastors of 14 churghes in Boston & the vi- 
cinity. In the congregation inDorchester,un- 
der the care of the Rey.Mr. Codman,a more 
than usual attention has existed, ‘Twenty - 
three were added to the church daring the 
year. A similar work of grace has existed 
at Easton.

The same Soci- 
ely has established sabbath schools in most 
of the parishes in Boston. Its members 
Been soe in Jabors more abundant, and 

op has appeared extensively to r 
the work of their havels. Sabbath porn 
and Charitable Societies for various reli- 
gious purposes, have been established im 
the FirstChurch & Congregation in Charles- 
town, the Second Church in Dorchester, 
both connected with the General Associa- 
tion, and also in the other churches belong- 
ing to the Union Association. 

‘rom the Assogiatian of Salem and Vi- 
cinity, nothing interesting was related; ex- 
cept that there had been upusual attention 
to religion in Marblehead. 

From the other Associations connected 
with this body, no particular information 
was communicated.

e narrative ofthe state igion © 
within the bounds of the General Asse 
of the Presbyterian Church contains m 
animating information. ‘The reports of 
the several Presbyteries represent, that 
without an exception, the cause of evan- 
gelical truth is attended with a ualand — 
uniform success, almost every 
of the church, Gop been 
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tensive usefulness. Ia the city of New- 
York, from 8000 to 10,000 children are 
instructed every Lord’s day ; and in Phil- 
adelphia, from 12,000 to 14,000. The 
African school, intended to pene Ri met 
persons of color for the Gospel Ministry, 
which is mow under the direction of the 
Synod of New York and New Jersey, will 
probably soon receive the aid of several 
more Synods, and become more extended 
n ils operations. It is estimated that there 
are about 300 young men, supported by 
the funds of the several Education Socie- 
ties in the United States, in different stages 
of preparation for the Gospel Ministry. ‘In 
the ‘Theological Seminary at Princeton, 
there have been 67 students during the 
past year, of whom 56 still remain. ‘T'wen- 
ty-eight of the students, have been sup- 
ported, through the past year, chiefly by 
Cent Societies, under the patronage of be- 
nevolent females. 

From the General Associativn of Connec- 
ticut we learn, that. the past year has not 
been marked with those signal tokens of 
diyine favor, which have distinguished pre- 
ceding years.

A great degree of harmony, however, 
appears to prevail among pastors and 
churches throughout the state.

Such is the general view of the state of 
religion in our country, which the Com- 
mittee are enabled to present to the Chris- 
tian pablic. Connected witha view of the 
progress of truth, and the prosperity of 
Zion in other parts of the world, the pros- 





tality of the Domestic Missionary Society. 
In same instances the Lord has appeared | 
in his glory to build up Zion, by the spe-| 
cial effusions of his Spirit. In Haddam, | 
Ashford, Bolton; and Colchester there have | 
been extensive revivals. Partial seasons | 
of refreshing have also been experienced | 
in Litchfield, South Farms, Winstead and 

Washington, in the county of Litchtield. 

The Foreign Mission School, established in 

Cornwall, and the Connecticut Asylum for 

the instruction of the deaf and dumb, es- 

tablished in Hartford, are in a flourishing 

condition. The general concert of prayer, | 
is universally observed in the churches of 
the Association. 

From a report made in September last, 
to the General Association of New Hamp- 
shire, it appears, that there had been revi- 
vals in various places in that state, daring 
the year preceeding. In Chichester, 107 
had united with the church ; in Epsom, 20; 
in Nelson, 27 ; in North Hampton, 19; in 
Groton, 16 ; aod in Mount Vernon, 71. In 
Hollos, it was hoped, that more than 100 
had become pious. in Winchester, Fitz- 
william, and Sullivan, there had likewise 
been special attention to religion. Sab- 
bath Schools were established in many 
places and were fast increasing. 

From the General Convention of Congre- 
gational and Presbyterian Ministers, in Ver- 
mont, their Delegate, Rev.. Mr. Wright, 
presented an interesting statement, from 
which we make the following extracts. 

* Revivals of religioa in Vermont have 
been less frequent, and less extensive the 
past year, than in some former years. 
The churches are generally in peace, and 
appear to be.“ striving together for the 
faith of the gospel.” 

In the congregational societies good at- 
tention is given to the preached word, 
where itis enjoyed; but very many of our 
churches are small, and the people of the 
towns where they are situated, divided in- 
to so many different denominations, that no 
regular ministry of amydenominatiop can 
be supported. ‘here is reason to believe, 
however, that. the truly pious of different 
denominations are becoming more friendly 
towards each other, less tenacious of their 
pecwiarities in regard to modes and forms,
